Soda. and tile injunction ease now 
being tried to determine the legality 
of thi- ruling is generally regarded as 
test ca-e, the outcome of which will 
play an important part in ultimately 
settling the Benzoate question in all 
S ta te s. 


Dr. Barnard i> nationally accepted 
as an authority on pure food ques­ 
tions and after he sent out we rd to 
wholesale and retail dealer- in foods 
that tlie sale of products containing

the warning with an active campaign 
which has practically driven foods 
preserved with Benz, ate of Soda out 
of the reach of Indiana consumers.

In his support of this contention 
certified copies of resolutions passed
